In view of the 
Amendment, Claims 1, 2, and 9-20 have been canceled, and Claims 3-5 have been amended is 
acknowledged. Consequently, Claims 3-8 are currently pending in the application.

Applicants' arguments, see Remarks filed March 27, 2009, with respect to the objection 
of Claim 1 and the rejections of Claims 1 and 4-7 have been fully considered. The objection of 
Claim 1 is moot in light of the cancellation of Claim 1 and the incorporation of the claim into 
Claim 3 together with the proper remedial amendment. Therefore, the rejections have been 
rendered moot.
